WESTPOIKT. 


The Army and Navy Register sUtes 


that General Alfred H. Terrj, United 
States Army, now commanding the De- 
partment of Dakota, has been offered 
the position of commander of the De- 
partment of West Point and has de- 
clined it. The Register says: 


"It is an interesting- historical fact 


that when the Military Academy at 
West Point was created a separate de- 
partment General Grant first tendered 
the command to General Alfred H. 
Terry, who declined it. The Register 
last week suggested a question as to 
whether General Terry might not be 
ordered to West Point as the successor 
of General Schofield. The suggestion 
was timely, for it appears that General 
Terry was summoned to Washington 
last week on this very business. Both 
the President and the Secretary of War, 
we are informed, ore desirous that 
General Terry should go to West Point 
whenever General Schofield shall be 
relieved from duty.

It is no secret 
hat General Pope would be willing to 
ixchaug* the command of the Depart- 
ment of Missouri for West Point. If 
any change occurs General Schofield 
will doubtless be given the command of 
he officer who goes to West Point.

How PEACHES ABE GATBIBED.—The 


gathering and shipment of peaches 
from the Delaware and Maryland orch- 
ards employs from 6,000 to 8,000 people 
throughout the season, who get from 75 
cents to $1 a day, including meals and 
lodgings. The men are sent into the 
orchards at dawn with two baskets 
apiece. First, they carry to the sorting- 
rooLj the fruit that has fallen during the 
night, which, after being picked over, 
is placed by itself. Then the limbs are 
shaken gently, and the peaches gathered 
up. The solid fruit, the pick of the 
orchard, which commands the highest 
price for canning and preserving, ;s 
picked from the limbs oy hand. 
After 


they are picked, the peaches are culled 
by a novel machine invented by one 
Jones, which sorts 100 baskets an hour. 
The first of the fruit is known as extra, 
the second prime, and the smallest 
"cullings." The extras and primes are 
put up in baskets with covers, but the 
cnlli'igs are shipped with but little re- 
gard for the preservation, as there is 
always fe market for them.

The watches gave the first quarter at 
32%, or a 2:11 gait, and many of the 
enthusiastic crowd began to exclaim: 
"He will do it!" 
His action was beau- 


tiful down the*backatretch, an'd he came 
to the half-mile pole in 1 #5, or a 2:10 
gait. The excitement increased, as did 
the confidence of the crowd in the suc- 
cess of the attempt. The third quarter 
was made in 1:38%, and St. Jnlien 
came at a magnificent speed around the 
curve and up the homestretch'. As he 
approached the turn there was a thrill 
of apprehension in the crowd on dis- 
covering that the driver of the drag, 
which had been smoothing the track to 
make it perfect for the horse, was still at 
bis work, and it seemed that he would 
turn the horse from his course or cause 
him to break, but n quick turn of the 
drag to the outside was made and the 
horse came on unimpeded and without 
annoyance.

and those reserved is to be determined by Na- 
tional and not by State tribunals. 


POPCIAB EDUCATION. 


Thiri—The work of popular education is one 


left to the care ot the several States, but it is the 
duty ot the National Government to aid that 
work to the extant of Its constitutional ability. 
The intelligence of the nation Is hut the aggre- 
gate of the intelligence in the several States, and 
the deatiny of the nation must be guided, not by 
the genius of any one State, but by the average 
genius of aU. 


PROPOSED CONSTITTJT1OKAL AHEKDHEKT. 


FourtA—The Constitution wisely forbids Con- 
gress to make any law respecting an establish 
ment of religion, but it is idle to hope that the 
nation can be protected aguii.st tho influence ot 
sectarianism, while each State is exposed to its 
particular domination. We therefore rccom 
mend that the Constitution be so amended as to 
lay some prohibitions upon the legislature of 
each State, and to forbid the appropriation of 
the public funds to the support of sectarian 
schools. 


DUTIES OF THK DAY. 


Fifth—We reaffirm the belief avowed in 1876, 
that the duties levied for the purpose of reve- 
nues should so discriminate o» to favor Amerl 
can labor. That no further grant of the public 
domain should be made to any railroad or other 
corporation. That slavery having perished in 
the States, its twin barbarity, polygamy, must 
die in the Territories. That everywhere the pro- 
tection accorded to a citizen of American llrth 
must bo secured to citizens by American adop- 
tion That it is t>io duty of Congress to develop 
and improve our watercourses and harbors, but 
we insist that lurthtr subsidies to private per- 
sons or corporations must cease 
That the1 ebh- 
gallons to the men who preserved its integrity 
in the day of battle are undimmisbed by the 
lapse of fifteen jtars slnue their final victory 
Tneir perpetual honor is and shall forever be 
the grateful privilege and the sacred duty of the 
American people 


THE CHINESE FL1NH. 


Sixth—Since the authority to regulate immi- 
gration and intercourse between tho United 
States and foreign nations rests-with the Congress 
oi the United States and its treaty making pow- 
ers, that the tiepnblican party, regarding the 
unrestricted immigration of Chinese us an evil 
of great magnitude. Invokes the exercise of the 
power to restrain auii limit that immigration by 
the enactment of such just, humane and reason- 
able provisions as will produce thut remit,
